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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Valentine does not teach 
that a coverage area of a terrestrially based mobile telecommunication system is the same as the registered location of claims 1 and 22. 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. A wireless device must be registered with the network in order for the wireless device to be provided 
with a coverage area, so to a skilled artisan it is obvious that the wireless device is registered to a coverage area and an alert will be 
provided when the wireless device is located outside this registered location (Col.9;12-18). The examiner would like to further note that the 
rejection is made with a combination of Bacon, Valentine, and Fukushima, not just Valentine alone, where Bacon teaches of a wireless 
local loop (WLL) hub and Valentine teaches of a wireless device (i.e. a WLL hub) which may sound an alert when outside of its registered 
location (See rejection of Claims 1 and 22). The combination of the references teaches that a WLL hub which is a mobile device 
(according to the specification, since the WLL can be moved) can be moved and will sound an alert when it is outside of a region (a 
wireless concept well known in the art) that it should be located in (i.e. registered location) 

Applicant argues that Valentine does not teach that the registered location is stored at the fixed device and comprises information 
indicating a customer premises where the fixed wireless device is located 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. The examiner would like to further note that the rejection is made with a combination of Bacon, 
Valentine, and Fukushima, not just Valentine alone, and Bacon teaches that a WLL hub stores the registered location at the fixed wireless 
device itself (Col. 5;5-27). 
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
